Mr. Power inted out the necessity 
of the organization putting its shoulder 
firmly to the wheel in this crisis. Col. 
Monroe said that there would be a-very 
la: accession to the ranks of the organi- 
Zation, and that many would e rly seize 
the opportunity of going as delegates to 
Syracuse. 

W. F. Grote wanted to have it distinctly 
understood that each district should send 
its own delegates, and that the legders 
should not be obliged to send men sug- 
gested by the central organization. Mr. 
Grote was assured that there would be no 
trouble on this point. 

There was no opposition to the prop- 
osition to hold primaries to elect dele- 
gates to Syracuse. The sentiment was 
all in favor of it. On motion of 
Thomas Costigan the whole question was 
left in the hands of the followi commit- 
tee, which will report to the xecutive 
Committee Monday night: Col. Robert G. 
Monroe, Wallace MacFarlane, James Byrne, 
Maurice J. Power, and Roger Foster. 

This committee has power to call the pri- 
maries if it sees fit. It will certainly rebDort 
in favor of calling the primaries, and they 

will be held next week.

change transactions, but even to shipments 
that may involve some sacrifice. 
It fortunateiy happens that the effort to 


merchandise and silver exports over im- 
ports. 

A favoring condition closely related to 
the foreign commerce account has been 
the release of bills of exchange. Speculators 
and participants in the political scarc load- 
ed up with exchange several months ago, 
in expectation that it would advance. When 
light demand weakened rates, these hoid- 
ings were unloaded. Their sale depressed 
the market, not only far below the ex- 
porting point for gold, but close to its 
importing point. Hardening rates for money 
have lately attracted foreign loans, which 
tended still further to depress exchange. 
It touched the low rate for the year yes- 
terday, at $4.85. At $4.84, gold might be 
brought here in the natural course of busi- 
ness. It would come in quantities if the 
Tate were fractionally cheaper than $4.84. 
Thus those who wish to import It Nave be- 
fore them the task of reducing the ex- 


change rate only from'‘l] to 1% cents a 
pounu sterling. Gold imports were started 
in 1883, under conditions slightly similiar 
to the present ones, with exchange at 
$1.204%. it was forced down to $4.52% be- 
fore the movement which brought S1,ut,- 
yuu in gold here had run its course. 
undertaking in the exchange marke: now 
promised is trifling compared with that 
of isv3. It is not doubieu amoung banking 
men that the timely applica.jug of the 
lesson then learned wilil now prevent 
trouble. 

Conditions which the importing movement 
is designed to overcume are the purchase 
and withdrawal of gvoid for hoarding, the 
de of bank caeposits, and the cur- 
rency shortage, which mark commercial 
paper difficult of gale. The banks have re- 
cently been adding to their .circalation in 
the hope of more nearly satisfying currency 
demands, but interior drafts, particularly 
from the South and West, where crops are 
maturing. more than offset gains from this 
source. gain in circulation thus pro- 
vided has the great merit of a substantial 
basis in the deposit of Government bonds 
as security for it, but this remedy for 
shortage was not applied soun enough, and 
was far too limited in extent to relieve the 
situation. 

There seems to be no way 
hoarding of any kind of money. Since the 
Treasury reserve became $110,0u0,.0~) by 
bank contributions, a few weeks ago, it has 
been subjected to drain, until the re- 
duction exceeds $6,00u,N00. In addition to 
this drain, which has increased the store 
of legal tenders in the Treasury, gold has 
been withdrawn from banks or bought in 
quantities outside. Dealers have had a 
good market lately among persons deterred 
by sentimental or other reasons from taking 
gold from the Treasury, and the premium 
on it has been regularly quoted at one- 
quarter to one-half of 1 per cent. The 
advance iz called a commission. 

If currency were released to meet the 
demands of business apprehension would at 
once be eased. The Treasury policy of gov- 
erning the endless chain of gold withdraw- 
als has led to a great accumulation of cur- 
rency in the Treasury. Threatened outside 
scarcity is illustrated almost every day 
down town, when banks turn gold over to 
the Treasury for oleae | ney do not 
wish to surrender the gold, but they must 
have currency, and that is the most con- 
venient way to get it. 

It is believed that imports of gold will 
remedy the trouble. The gold will go to the 
Treasury’ for the same reason that the 
banks put it there now. Talk of a commis- 
sion or premium on the gold to come cannot 
be predicated or plans for its exchange at 
the Treas for currency. If a premium 
is to be d to cover interest and inci- 
dentals of shipments, the Treasury will 
certainly not pay it. This cost must be 
borne either by the -r” or by those 
whom the importation will ultimately bene- 


fit. 

In regard to the $2,000,000 ordered yester- 
day, there is reason to believe that loss can 
be avoided. The importing house was able 
through its connections abroad, to send gold 
to Europe, after other shipments had ceased 
last season, by an a which got 
rid of interest charges for the period of 
transit. If those arrangements have been 
renewed for imports, as is probable, $4.85 
may be a low enough rate to serve the pres- 
ent purpose without mater sa ce,

Other Nogales Robbers Suspected of 
Mardering Purseers. 


Noaaces, Arizona, Aug. 19.—Dan McCun- 
ningham, United States Live Stock Inspect- 
or. who arrived from Bisbee yesterday, 
says Customs Inspector King Del Lemer and 
four other men, who arrested “ Bob” For- 
rester, one of the Nogales bank robbers, at 
Bisbee, on the 10th inst. and turned him 
over to Sheriff Leatherwood of Pima Coun- 
ty, went on after the other robbers the 
same morning and have not been heard 
from since. 

It is thought they struck another trail 
or encountered a section of the gang that 
ambushed Leatherwood and posse on the 
12th, and are still following it or all have 
been killed. 

Col. Garcia, with his twenty-five cardados, 
(rangers,) has had two of the gang cor- 
raled in a cave in the Ajo Mountains in 
Sonora for several days. He cannot get 
to them ani they cannot come out, though 
their friends have been there several times 
with provisions. Garcia says he will starve 
them into surrender.

VISITUR ROBs HIS HOSTESS. 


Jobe Syrutner Was Cancght with Mrs. 
Lelehglish’s Gold. 


Mrs. Annie Leichgilsh of Camden, N. J., 
places no faith in banks or savings insti- 
tutions, and for that reason kept $1,100 
in gold she had saved in a trunk in her 
room. 

John Sprainer, a former friend, and god- 
father of one of Mrs. Leichgilsh’s chil- 


dren, came over from Germany six weeks 
ago, and spent most of his time with the 
family. 

He visited the house on Tuesday, and In 
some way learned of the $1,1U0v in gold. 
He watched for an opportunity and took the 
money. Then he fled to this city, and 
would have sailed yesterday on the West- 
ernland for Antwerp. Sprainer boarded the 
ship with his baggage at 10 o'clock, and 
an hour later Central Office Detectives Neth- 
ercott and Stransky also boarded the vessel 
and took the godfather into custody. 

The prisoner was searched at Police 
Headquarters and the missing $1,100 was 
found intact. 

Sprainer was afterward arraigned in_the 
Centre Street Police Court, where Mrs. 
Leichgilsh confronted him. Magistrate 
Wentworth remanded the prisoner until 
requisition papers arrive from Camden. 





A TROLLEY MOTURMAN KILLED. 


His Skull Was Fractured While He 
Was Trying to Pass Before a Car. 


William Walters, forty-five years old, of 
487 Flushing Avenue, Brooklyn, was the 
one hundred and sixty-third victim of the 
Brooklyn trolley system. He was a motor- 
man, had finished his day's work, and was 
on his way home yesterday afternoon when 
he was killed, 

While attempting to cross Nostrand Ave- 
nue, near Fulton Street, he ran in front 
of Lorimer Street Trolley Car No. 433. The 
ear struck him and knocked him down. In- 
stead of the fender catching him, it sim- 
ply rolled him over and over and under the 
car. He received two compound fractures 
of the skull. An ambulance surgeon was 
summoned, but before his arrival the man 
was dead. 

Edwin Becker, the motorman of the car 
that caused the death, was arrested and 
will be taken before Justice Lemon in the 
Gates Avenue Police Court to-day on a 
charge of homicide.

SIX WALTHAM MEMBERS FINED $35 
EACH FOR CRUELTY. 


Marked the Thinly-Clad Candidate 
Frank A. Preble with Whips and 
Gave Him What Was Called « 
*“Goed Roast” with Hot iIrons— 
Be Kuew About Initiations, for 
He Was an A. P. A. Man and Mem- 
ber of Other Societies. 


WaLtnamM, Mass., Aug. 19.—The most 
unique case ever tried in the District Court 
came up this morning before Judge Enos F. 
Luce, when an alleged exposé was made 
under oath upon the witness stand of the 


rites and ordeals through which a candi- 
date must pass to become a full-fledged 


Orangeman. ' 

Frank A. Preble, the first witness, was 
one of the candidates who thought the in- 
itlatory ceremony was cruel and seeks legal 
satisfaction for his experience. 

It was on the evening of July 25, 1896, 
that he received his initiatory degree in 
Orange Lodge of Waltham. He swore that 
his troubles began on the minute that he 
passed the mystic portals. He was com- 
pelled to discard all raiment except his 
underwear. One arm was stripped of its 
sleeve, his drawers were rolled above his 
knees, and he was given a pair of over- 
alls, which also were rolled above his 
knees. Then, as he says, he was blind- 
folded and led into the larger lodge room 
by Brothers Daniel Tracey and William 
Mabie, who acted as conductors. 

There he was compelled to halt and get 
down upon his knees and repeat the Lord's 
Prayer. Then he had to clamber over a 
lot of rough blocks, was struck severely 
with whips, and finally placed upon what 
seemed to him a step ladder. An obligation 
was imposed, after which the ladder was 


suddenly pulled from under him and he 
was pitched into a canvas blanket, in which 
he was bounced around for awhile. 

He was placed on his knees again, and 
several persons, he says, literally “ gave it 
to him in the neck."" Some more marching 
followed, and he was made to carry what 
felt like a bag of stones. 

Finally Mabie told him to raise his hand 
and try to find “the serpent.” Brother 
Graham then cried: 

“You did not find it, but it has found 

you.” 
Preble states that a branding iron was 
applied twice to his breast. After that he 
was seated and the rest was casy. He 
talked with Mr. Nicholson, another mem- 
ber, next night, and both agreed that he 
had been cruelly treated. 

Nicholson said the abuse he received was 
contrary to the ritual of the order. Nich- 
olson also told him that the branding was 
not in the ritual, and that he ought 
to have some compensation for what he 
had suffered He alleged that one reason 
that he had received such harsh treatment 
Was probably because some one had black- 
bailed him. 

‘The witness's breast was badly burned, 
and the wounds were raw for ten days. His 
legs were disculored from the violence of 
some of the blows he received from the 
whips. The only time he protested was 
whi.e they were removing his clothing. He 
had been advised to cail upon Secretary 
Kay of the Supreme Order and enter a 
formal complaint. This closed the cum- 
Ppiainant's testiznony. 

Witness declared that he belonged to the 
Grand Army, the Red Men, the American 
Protective Association, and the Pilgrim 
Fathers. He had held office in some of 
them, and Lad W@iped to initiate persons. 

Edward Arch had witnessed Preble's or- 
deal in getting his degree. He said Broth- 
ers Tracey and Mabie guarded the candi- 
date, Brother O'Neil heated the branding 
iron, and Brother Graham applied it. 
Brother Nickerson had objected that the 
iron was too hot, but O'Neil heated it 
further and said: 

** We'll give him a good roast.” 

Arch had not interfered to protect Preble 
because he knew it would do no good. His 
own legs were whipped harder than Preble’s 
nes poem but his own back had escaped 

tly. 

oth men were able to work next day. 
Witness had delayed his appeal to the 
courts in order to give the Orangemen an 
opportunity to appoint an investigating com- 
mittee, and he denied that he had offered to 
drop the case if the lodge would pay him 
Sw; meither had he authorized any person 
to make such an offer for him.

Ellsworth and Wadsworth are in the 
Same Congressional disfrict, and are not 
on friendly terms. Aldridge’s friends claim 
that eighteen of the forty Erie del tes 
are for the Superintendent of Public Works 
as their second choice. In the Erie cau- 
cuses Section Superintendent John Kraft 
and Daniel O'Grady, another State ap- 
ointee, who is a brother of Assemblyman 
ames M. E. O'Grady of Rochester, made 
a hard fight for Aldridge, - were beaten. 
Local pride will help Robe to keep any 
doubting delegates in line, and if a break 
comes, Wadsworth will be us likely to profit 
as Alaridge. 
Besides Erie’s support, Roberts will have 
some delegates from Chautauqua and Cat- 
taraugus.

AS CONCLUSIVE. 


Snys He Merely Repeated the Charge 
of a Chicago Democratic Paper 
to the Effect that the Populist 
Candidate Had Seen Paid by Sil- 
ver Mine to Make 
Specches—Says Stewart Is Enti- 
tled to Consideration.

Cutcaco, Aug. 19.—Senator Thurston, be- 
fore leaving for New-York to-night, accept- 
ed, as conclusive proof of the falsity of the 
charge, the statement made yesterday by 
Mr. Bryan that he had never been in the 


employ of silver mine owners or silver 
associations. 

Senator Thurston, at Madison, Wis., re- 
cently quoted the charge as originally made 
in the editorial columns of a Chicago paper 
and called on Mr. Bryan to say if the accu- 
sation was true or false. The Senator said 
to-day: 

“Mr. Bryan’s word is enough for me, 
and I shall be glad to say as much to the 
people of the country in my next public 
address. Mr. Bryan has denied the charge, 
which was made by a Democratic news- 
paper, and I have no hesitation in believing 
him.” 

As to Senator Stewart, the Nebraska 
Senator said: “Senator Stewart has ar- 
rived at that stage of political second 
childhood which entitles him to great con- 
sideration and sympathy, and I don’t think 
anything more need be said on that score.” 





THE SILVER CAMPAIGN. 


Organization of Clubs Will Be Its Dis- 
tinguishing Feature. 


WasHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Isaac N. Stevens 
of Colorado, Vice Chairman of the Silver 
National Committee, was at headquarters, 
in the Corcoran Building, to-day. He ex- 
pects to remain here until the election. 
George F. Keeney, organjzer of the silver 
party, will be the Vice Chairman's chief 
assistant, and Judge C. Hliilyer, National 
Committeeman for the District of Colum- 
bia, will also ald the cause. 

Mr. Stevens has had a conference with 
Senator Jones, and makes the announce- 
ment that his committee will work in per- 
fect accord with the Democrats. Head- 
quarters will be maintained, both in this 
city and Chicago—the one here being for the 
distribution of documents and that in Chi- 
cago for the assignment of speakers. The 
personnel of the Chicago staff has not been 
determined. Chairman Lane, however, will 
find it impossible to personally dev much 
attention to the detials‘of the cam ex- 
cept on the Pacific coast, where he will 
have sole control] of the canvass. He hopes 
to come t in October and spend the 
closing month of the contest, a portion of 
the time being in this city. e detalis of 
the work, Mr. Stevens says, have not been 
fully arranged, but will be sett:ed at a con- 
ae between himself and Senator Faulk- 
er. 

“I shall devote all of my time to 
the work of campaign,”’ said Mr. Stevens, 
“sending out appropriate literature, and 
urging the formation of silver clubs every- 
where. Our work chiefly will be among 
those who have formerly affiliated with the 
Republicans, and only differ from their 
party on the one point of finance. The 
main basis of our routine work will be 
the organization of silver clubs. This is 
now well under way. more than 1,000 hav- 
ing already been organized, with a large 
membership.

WasaHINoTon, Aug. 19.—Unless the wishes 
of Chairman Butler and the members of the 
Executive Committee are set aside, Mr.

Presidency, will not be officially notified of 
his nomination. Chairman Butler, while 
declining to make any specific statements 
on the subject, said that a failure to notify 
would not be unusual, for the reason that 
the Populists had never yet notified their 
candidates.

G, w. McDermott Accused by an ex- 
Convict with Clubbing. 


Acting Deputy Chief of Police: Cortright 
has decided to-investigate a story of al- 
leged police brutality told by John Mc-. 
Carthy, an ex-convict, who says he is trying 
to reform. McCarthy accuses Policeman 
George W. McDermott of the Fifteenth 
Precinct with having clubbed him. 

McCarthy was released from Sing Sing 
several months ago, but he says he was 
so persistenly hounded by the police tnat 
he could not obtain employment. He vis- 
ited President Roosevelt of the Police 
Board, and told him he wanted to lead an 
honest life, but was thwarted by policemen. 
Then, through the influence of Capt. 
O’Brien of the Detective Bureau, he got a 
place as night watchman at a new bulild- 
ing at 43 to 49 Bleecker Street at a salary 
of $9 a week. 

McCarthy says that McDermott, while on 
duty, entered the building Monday evening 
and ordered out all the workmen. They 
had just finished their day's labor, and 
when they hesitated about going he 
clubbed them, according to McCarthy’s 
story. McCarthy says McDermott struck 
him on the head, and beat him with his 
night stick all over the shoulders and body.

George M- Pulimes in The Atlanta Constitutien. 

‘I am told that Col. George W. Adair of 
this city was conductor on the first sleep-

man. “I should like very much to meet 
him and talk with him, as I am told he is 
extremely interesting In bis narratives about 
early railroading.

Albert Snoeck, a Belgian inventor. It is 
called the Perfected Voting Machine, and is 
on exhibition at the offices of Logan, De- 
mond & Harby, 58° William Street. 

In a general way the machine is on the 
dines of the Myers machine, which had a 
practical and reasonably successful test at 
the Mount Vernon (N. Y.) election of No- 
vember, 1805. Rochester will have sixty of 
these automatic voting safeguards this fall, 
. The Snoeck scheme, as it is to be placed 
in the hands of a syndicate and exhibited 
to the Legislature at Albany this. Winter, 
cannot be in service until the Fall of next 
year, Each machine will cost about $500. 
The Myers machine costs as much. The 
economy of such contrivances is in lessen- 
ing the number of election districts and 
' consequently calling for about half the 


number of election officers now required in 
this city. Besides there is a saving in 
printing, papers, &c. 

Snoéck’s invention differs from that of 
Myers in that there are two doors to the 
cabinet or booth, one for entry, one for 
exit, When a voter leaves the booth and 
the exit door !s shut, all the mechanism for 
the next voter is set so as to be put in 
gear. 

The voter entering the booth and closing 
the door is secure from survelliance or 
interference. The entry and exit doors can- 
not be opened from the outside except with 
a key in the possession of the election offi- 
cers. The voter cannot open the entry 
door once it is shut, 

The entrance of the voter sets the mech- 
anism of automatic voting and times him, 
At a slot. in the booth before he enters 
appears a sign, “ Open.’’ When he is in the 
booth “ Voting ’’ appears. When he has 
passed his limit in the bocth “ Time up” 
is shown. This is the signal for the elec- 
tion officers to encourage him to alacrity in 
leaving. 

Voting and its registry are done by the 
Snoeck system much as by the Myers 
device. There are straight tickets exhibit- 
ed, and the voter can exercise the franchise 
by pressing a button to yote straight, or 
several butions, if he wants to * split,’’, 
There is a system of card voting for names 
not on the tickets. The cards, which are ac- 
curately rezistered and out of the reach of 
the voter, like the other tickets, are dropped 
into a slot, 


PUBLIC BATHS WELL PATRONIZED. 





Nearly 10,000 Visiters to Those in Cen- 
tre Market Place tn Two Weeks. 


While the city was suffering from the 
recent hot weather the People’s Baths, 
maintained at 9 Centre Market Place by 
the Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor, were subjected to a very great 
strain on their capacity. 

No less than 664 men, 260 women, and 
126 children, 1,050 in all, bathed in the 
27 spray and 3 tub’ baths on Aug. 8 The 
baths were only open for a few hours on 
Sunday, Aug. 9, and no women were ad- 
mitted, but 299 men and boys took baths. 
On the remaining nine days of the heated 
term, Aug. 4 to 18, (excluding the 9th,) there 
was an average of 77S bathers each day, 
an exceptionally high number, only previ- 
ously reached on hot Saturdays. 

While the total number of bathers in July 
reached 14,644, the first 15 days of August 
showed 9,864 bathers, Of these, 6,422 were 
men and 2,396 women, and 1,046 children; 
0,209 paid the 5 cents charged at the baths 
for the use of towel and soap; 450 young 
children were admitted free with parents, 
and 2U5 presented tickets. These baths do 
not pay working expenses, but the deficit 
is a small one, 

The Legislature appropriated $260,000 last 
Marck for municipal baths and a site has 
been selected, Plans have been prepared 
for these bachs. The spray baths promised 
would be an infinitely greater relief than 
the crowded and not over-clean water of 
ie beths along the Hudson and East 
Livers.

Discoveries ct odd trading are made 
from time to time. It is not many years 
ago that the refuse from housekeeping and 
the streets of New-York was considered 
only fit to “ make ground or to be dumped 


at sea. There came a quick-witted Italian, 
who knew that the stuff contained wealth. 
He made a fortune, and now there Is a 
scramble for sorting over rubbish. 

The value of old letters—responses to 
advertisers of nostrums and short cuts to 
health~was established a few days ago, 
when one Ella London brought sult through 
Lawyer William J. Walsh in the City Court 
to recover from Edward B. Foote, Jr., $125. 
The action is for conversion 

Lawyer Walsh says that he does not 
know where his client Hives, although this 
is not the first legal business he has trans- 
acted for her. She is not recorded in the 
City Directory. Mr, Walsh degcribes her 
as an English widow, sixty-five years old, 
who was In good circumstances not so very 
long ago. ’ 

The defendant, who was reported to be 
out of town last evening, is described in 
the Directory as “physician, office and 
house 120 Lexington Avenue.” At this 
address Edward B. Foote, Sr., physician 
and author of ‘‘ Medical Common Sense,” 
and Hubert T. Foote, physician, have busi- 
ness offices, according to the Directory. 
Mrs, London and Edward B. Foote, Jr., 


physician, are, according to Mr. Walsh, 
aid acquaintances, 

Complaining of Edward PB. Foote, Jr., 
physician, Mrs. London says in the official 
paper, of which cognizance must be taken 
by the defendant next Monday, as it was 
served with the summons Aug. 8, that in 
January, 1894, she was ‘‘in the medicine 
business,”’ 

Mrs. London adds, somewhat vaguely, 
that “in such’ she ‘“‘ frequently sold certain 
letters received from persons throughout 
the country who desired to purchase, in an- 
swer to the advertisements in the news- 
papers by defendant, and other medicines 
ard decoctions so advertised.” 

Mrs. London goes on to say that she em- 
ployed .Edward B. Poote, physician, to se)! 
at the time mentioned 10,000 letters. He 
told her he received $80 for them and gave 
her $75, when,.in truth and in fact, she 
claims, he received $200. Mrs. London de- 
mands the balance, $123. 

“Just the same as a bunko-game sys- 
tem,” said Lawyer Walsh, commenting on 
the suit. ‘‘ It’s a system of accumulating 
addresses. of persons likely to ‘ bite’ ata 
circular sent out ‘in a manner not approved 
of by the County Medical Society, while 
there is nothing- Jlegal in it. 

“* Now, here’s the system... We'll suppose 
that ‘a man has a specific, a. nostrum, a 
cure-all, or a dine of treatment for a cer- 
tain class of ailments, and does not bother 
about e.hi¢s. He advertises in the country 
papers. Most of the announcements appear 
through agencies or ‘ patent insides.’ 

“The result is a crop of lettvis, greater 
or smaller, as the territory is sown. Some 
of the letters. make inquiry; some want 
the nostrum, advice, or treatment. Every 
letter as a certain value, because {it says 
that the writer is of the class that takes 
stock in such advertising of -empirical 
remedies, or resorts to secrecy in alleviat- 
ing ills. ‘ 

* But the fleld is soon barren for the ad- 


or change or disguise the plan of obtaining 
custom or clients. He has, however, save 
the letters, andithey have a varying market 
Sometimes they command a high 
price;. more “often they are worth from 
1-to.2 cents each. In any event, they tell 
the purchaser where to address circulars 
or letters, and the results depend on the 
craft of the writer of them. If they tel! 
of something new in a novel and vatchy 
way, they are more profitable than adver- 
tising at>ten tlmes the cost, 

‘Now, Mrs: London has for years been 
identified / with the nostrum vendors and 
specialists, a ‘go-between’ you may call 
her. She has sold many letters accumulated 
by one enterprising man to furnish a 
base of .operations to another. Sometimes 
she has been obliged to go to law. 

“ Bor instance, two years ago, Mrs. Lon- 
don. obtained ,000 letters from Jason 
Tuttle, who sells various medicines. She 
sold them to the defendant in the present 
suit for $1,500, or at the rate of 5 cents 
@ piece, because of the value of the 
territory. Tuttle owed her $200 commis- 
sion. She had to sue for the money, but 
Tuttle. settled. 

“Jn the suit just instituted against Foote 
the letters in question--there were 10,000 
of them—came ‘from the Morse Medicai 
Company.. Mrs. London says she gave 
them to Foote to sell for her, and he told 
her that all he obtained for them Was $80. 
He retained $5 and gave my cilent the bal- 
ance—$T5. 

“Mrs. London's statement to m2 is that 
a week before the summons und complaint 
were served on Boote she met in the street 
a Dr. Bafley, to whom Foote sold the 
10,000 letters. Mrs. Lonéon chatted with 
the mau and was surprised when he told 
her that he gave his check. for $200 for 
them. Foote refused to pay her $125 and 
Mrs. London went to law.”

SOLD-CHICKENS TO PAY A LAWYER, 


od 


John Knott Pleads Poverty in Answer 
to His Wife’s Motion for Alimony. 


An application was made in the Supreme 
Court yesterday béfore Justice Smyth by 
Adolph Bloch on behalf of Josephine Knott 
for an order awarding her counsel fees and 
alimony pending the trial of an action 
that she has-brought against her husband, 
John Kriott,°a farmer, for separation, ‘on 
the.ground of cruelty and abandonment. 

Mr. Bloch stated that Mr. and Mrs. Knott 
wera married in September, 1895, and sep- 
arated in November of the same year. He 
said. that the defendant owns a farm worth 
$7,000 and has an income of $1,500 a year. 

8S. G, Carpenter, a Justice of the Peace 
at Liovd, N. Y¥., opposite Poughkeepsie, 
where Mr. Knott has his farm, appeared 
for the defendant. “This man hasn’t got 
a thing” he said to the Court. ‘*‘ He came 
down to town one day and got his wife 
through a matrimonial agency. He has 
got a place worth about $1,000, and it is 
mortgaged. for $1.800. That is because he 
mortgaged {it In 1890, when land was worth 
& great deal more than it is now. His 
personal property is worth about $600, and 
it is mortgaged for $1,100." 

“Why did he get married?” asked the 
Court. 

“I don’t know,” said Mr. Carpenter, help- 
lessly. bey Everybody gets married nowa- 
Gays, Why, this man simply hasn’t a cent, 
He has mo money to defend this suit: 
He hed to sell a iot of chickens yesterday 
8Q as to pay me for coming down here, If 
an order is made against him he. will be tn 
contempt. What this woman ought to do 
is to have her husband up for non-support 
and go before a sustice of the Peace and 
charge him with disorderly conduct. if 
she comes to me-—l am a Justice-—-I will 
sive her a warrant. I’ve also got a lot of 
affidavits here from residents in that sec- 
tion as to the man’s means,” 

Mr. Bloch wanied a week to put in en- 
swering affidavits. but Justice Carpenter 
said: “That will bring, me down here 
again, and my client cannot pay me.” 

“Then I suppose he will have to seil some 
more chickens,”’ said Justice Smyth. 

“And then again,’ said Mr. Carpenter 
‘the complaint. does not state a cause of 
action. It only gays that her husband 
called her vile names and threw a crate of 
vegetables at her. She deserted him and 
came to the city, where she said she could 
earn: $25 a week.” 

Justice Smyth ordered. that the other 
affidavits be handed up in a week.
